ORDER 


BE IT REMEMBERED THAT on August 14, 2019, this Court issued the Writ of Habeas 
Corpus directing that Petitioner, Ricky E. Kidd, be discharged or brought to trial within 30 days. 
That on the 15* day of August, 2019, the State indicated it had no objection to the Petitioner 
being released pending further proceedings. 

IT IS THEREEORE ORDERED that on this 15* day of August, 2019, that the 
Respondent release the Petitioner from custody immediately. 

IT IS EURTHER ORDERED that the Petitioner, as a pre-condition of release, agrees to 
the following conditions of release: 

1. Petitioner shall appear in any court, trial or appellate, in which this habeas corpus 
proceeding, or in which the pending charge may be prosecuted or appealed, from time to 
time as required. 

2. Petitioner shall submit to the Orders, Judgments, and sentence, if any, and process of any 
Court having jurisdiction thereof. 

3. Petitioner shall comply fully with any other conditions now or hereafter imposed by any 
other Court having jurisdiction with respect to the granting of his release. 

4. Petitioner shall be released on his own recognizance. 

5. Petitioner shall not be permitted to leave the State of Missouri for any reason during the 
period of release. 

6. Petitioner shall notify the Dekalb County Circuit Court in writing of any change of 
address within 48 hours. 

7. Petitioner shall not violated any laws of the State of Missouri, and notify the Dekalb 
County Circuit Court within 24 hours of any and all contacts with law enforcement. 

8. Petitioner shall not possess or consume any illegal drugs at any time, and shall not 
consume alcohol. He shall submit himself for drug testing within 8 hours of a request by 
law enforcement or this Court. 



9. Petitioner shall have no contact with any adverse witness or victim of the crime for which 
he was charged, nor have any person do so on the Petitioner’s behalf. 

10. Petitioner shall reside with his sister, Nikki Kid, at 2043 E. 37* St., Kansas City, 
Missouri, 64109. 

In the event any of these conditions of release is violated. Petitioner is advised that a warrant for 
his arrest will be issued immediately.
